The State Vote. 


The oflkial returns of the vote on the 
Constitutional amendments show a ma- 
jority against prohibition of 189,020. 
Twenty-nine counties voted in iavor of 
the prohibition amendment and thirty- 
eight counties against it. 
The majori- 
ty against the suffrage amendment is 
235)850, only McKean county voting 
with Philadelphia in its favor. 


The (Rhode Island Lesson. 


Rhode Island iollowed in the wake 
of Pennsylvania last Thursday, and by 
a vole of nearly three to one decided 
against prohibition. Thediflerence be- 
tween Rhode Island and Pennsylvania 
was simply this: Pennsylvania rejected 
prohibition on Tuesday without trying 
it at all, and Rhode Island rejected it 
two days later after a three-years' trial. 
Pennsylvania was satisfied that prohi- 
bition would not prohibit, and Rhode 
Island knew that it did not prohibit. 
Pennsylvania, profiting by the experi- 
ence of Phode Island and other New 
England States, expected prohibition 
to be a lailure if adopted, and Rhode 
Island, by virtue of its three-years' ex- 
perience, knew it to be a failure. 


Judge Stowe, of Allegheny, astonish- 
ed the grand jury selected for the pres- 
ent session of court in that county by 
notifying them that they were wholly 
under the jurisdiction of ;tlie Court, a 
fact which seems to have been lost sight 
of out there, as his remarks indicate. 
Fie further informed the members that 
^ they could not act as they pleased here- 
after, and they were not possessed of 
inquisitorial powers entitling them to 
visit officially prisons,, hospitals 
and 
other places of a public character. 
In 
fact, he gave grand jury junketings a 
very severe shaking up, i n d i v i d u a l in- 
dividual investigation by any member 
in his capacity as a private citizen was 
commended. 
Judge Stowe's interpre- 
tation of the laws governing 
grand 
juries may create surprise in other coun- 
ties than Allegheny. 
The time-honor- 
ed custom of closing a sitting with an 
oiiicial visit en masse to public institu- 
tions, with the accompaniment of a big 
dinner at one or more such places, has 
received a blow from Judge 
Stowe, 
while his further exposition of the rights 
and duties of grand jurymen will be 
news to a good many persons in official 
positions who have viewed the privileges 
of such bodies in a different light.

out of the wagon and picked up a copy of 
a Cleveland paper v.rhich was lying on the 
lugh;^'ay. 
The first thing I saw was an 
accyu^ 
of a m\irder at Peru, Indiana, 
eever» days before. 
An old man had 
beeil 'murdered and robbed of a large 
'¿mount of money. 
Not the slightest clue 
of the murderer had been discovered, No 
one could say whether he was old or 
young, white or black,^or -yv-hich way he 
he had gone. 
It seemed ¿.hopeless case, 
and I felt a bit sorry fof thc^-^o Chicago 
officers who had been sent for to work 
the case out. 


The first call I 
made after reaching 
Oberlin was at the Postoffice. 
I 
then 
visited a barbershop, but the tno chairs 
were occupied, and I had to wait about 
ten minutes.

The 
barbers were not speaking to either of the

My man had reddish 
hair, 
which he hud had clipped close before I 
came in. 
His neck was sunburned and 
dirty, and, after looking him over from 
too to crown, I said to myself; 


'*This chap has all the looks of a pro- 
fessional tnimp, 
Tiiat suit was probably 
given him, but ten to one he stole those 
gaiters. 
Wonder if he can scrape up 
enough to pay the barber." 


TJie bill was tWrty-five cents. 
The 
man gave me a furtive look as lie got out 
of the chair, and while being brushed he 
felt in his pockets for chiuige. 
He had 
two ten-cent slii^plasters, but as these 
were not enough he half turned from me 
and fished a greenback out of his pocket. 
The barber had to go out to change it. 
and the man was so impatient and ner^- 
vous that he could not stand still. 
When 
the barber returned be had the change for 
a twenty-dollar note. 
He began to count 
it out, but the stranger muttered his con- 
fidence that it was all right, and reached 
out for the pile and crammed it into Jiis 
vest pocket. 
He was about to go, when 
I rose up and said: 


friend, I want to have a few

Before he could fire agidh I had 
him jiimmod against the wall, one hand 
hold of the weapon and tho othei* on his 
thro'at, and I choked him until he sank 
down in a heap. 
Who did he turn out 
to be? 
The Indiana murderer who liad 
been dodging about the country for six 
days, and who had run the gauntlet of a 
hundred oflicors. 
It was blood on his 
trousers, though we did not have to 
prove it, as ho mado a full confession. 
It 
was simi)ly my good luck. 
It was simply 
the ill luck of two Cleveland dctoctives 
who reached Oberlin two hours too late. 


About fifteen years ago, while con- 
nected with the* force in Chicago, 
a 
jewolry house on State street was robbod 
of §12,000 
worth of jewelry. 
Aside 
from this there was a package of Govern- 
ment bonds amounting to over §17,000, 
which had boen deposited in the safe for 
security. 
The robbery was committod 
by professional cracksmen, who leftthoir 
tools behind but no clue. 
I was at this 
time at Bowling Green, Kentucky, after a 
counterfeiter, and I read an account of 
the robbery in a Louisville paper. 
It 
Avasn't my job, and I didn't give it any 
particular thought. 
I had traced a no- 
torious counterfeiter down into 
Ken- 
tucky and located him at Bowling Greon. 
At least, I traced him to that town, but 
there I lost the trail for a few days. 
I 
got a false clue, wliich led me down to 
Franklin, and when I started to return I 
took an accommodation train. 
It was at 
night, and there was but one coach on 
the train, and that contained only live 
passengers besides myself. Three of those 
were natives, sure enough, while tho 
other two talked about a coal mine in 
Tennossece, and seemed to own land in 
that State.

It was a bad wound—so bad that I 
knew his log vrould have to come oil, as 
the big bullet had shattered the bone, 
and I suggested to the conductor that he 
make as fast time as he dared to Bowling 
Green, where medical attendance could 
be had. 
To my surprise the men asked 
to be put oil at some highway crossing, 
near a farm house, saying that a country, 
doctor 
could 
manage 
the case well 
enough, and that the quietness of the 
country would be the best for the patient. 
This satisfied me that they were suspic- 
ious characters, and I assumed tho autlior- 
ity to remove the one and handcufi! him 
to a seat at the rear of the coach, and to 
search )30th.

the other the derringer, and before I was 
through searching I brought to light all 
the stolen bonds and jewelry. 
It was 
sheer luck again.

The fellow who was shot not only lost his 
leg but his life. 
The other was returned 
to Chicago, and he received a long sen- 
tence for his crime. 
There was a great 
deal of newspaper talk about my shrewd- 
ness, but I didn't deserve a word of 
praise.

One of the bits of luck which fell to

I couldn'i 
keep a staight course for the creeks and 
swamps, and the day was so cloudy and 
the forest so douse that there was uc 
sighting the. sun to guide mo. 
It wai 
just 5 . o'clock in the afternoon when 1 
rcaclv^d a good-si/ed stream, and the firsi 
thing I.saw was an old house boat tied tc 
the bank. 
There was smoke coming oul 
of a stovepipe thrust through the roof, 
and I congratulated myself that I had 
reached shelter and something to eat 
Tlicre was a plank reaching from boat tc 
shore, and I ascended it and entered the 
cabin unannounced. -,A white man and o 
negro were sopited in the rude room, and 
a fire had just been -kindled in the cooli 
stove. 
TJierc was a door at the otJier sidt 
of tho bpat,. It stood wide open, and the 
instant tho men caught sight of mc bott 
sprang for tho door.

bumped into each other and both rolled 
to the fioor. The 'lyhitc-niaU/^-was llu 
quicker of the two, and.^vhile lyStooo 
looking and wondering .be s c i * l e d Of 
and ilung himself inl9 tho w^ator 'and 
swam to the opposite shore.

hardly four miles away, and from thence 
she was taken to Clarendon and the goods 
returned to their owners, as far as possible 
The robbers were all identified by nam( 
and person by the negi'o, and within a 
few weeks were either captured and sent 
to prison or run into the swamp and shot 
down.—New York Sun.

Signals Among Primitive Races. 


, K. Andree has lately been collecting in- 
formation as to the use of signals by primi- 
tive peoples, and the facts he has brought 
togetlier are summarized in iScknce» H 
appears that American Indians ùse rising 
Rmoke to give signals to distant friends. 
A small fire is started, Qnd as soon as il 
burns fairly Avell grass and leaves arc 
heajjed on the top of it. 
Thus a large 
column of steam and smoke arises, 
B j 
covering the fire with a blanket the In- 
dians interrupt the rising of the smoke al 
regular intervals, and the successive cloudf 
are used fqr conveying messages. 


Recently attention has been called tc 
the elaborate system of drum signals used 
by the Cameroon negroes, by means ol 
which long messages are sene from vil- 
lage to village. Explorations in the Congo 
basin have shown that this system prevails 
throughout Central Africa, 
TheBakubo 
use large wooden drums, on which difl:er. 
ent tones are produced by drumsticks. 
Sometimes the natives **couverse" in thh 
way for hours, and from the energy dis- 
played by the drummers^ and the rapidity 
of the successive blows, it seemed that the 
conversation was very animated. 


The Galla, south of Abyssinia, have 
drums stationed at certain points of the- 
roads leading to the neighboring States, 
Special watchmen are appointed, who 
have to beat the drum on the approach ol 
enemies. 
Ceochi, who observes this cus* 
torn, designated it as a '»system of tele- 
graphs. " 
The same use of drums is founo 
in iiew Guinea. 
From tho rhythm anq 
rapidity of the blows the natives know al 
once whether an attack, a death, or t 
festival is announced. 
The same tribet 
use columns of smoke or (at night) fires tc 
convey messages to distant friends. 
The 
latter are also used in Australia. Columnf 
of smoke of different forms are used foi 
signals by the inhabitants of Cape YorL 
and the neigboring island. 


In Victoria hollow trees are filled with 
fresh leaves, which are lighted. 
Tht 
signals thus made are understood 
bj 
friends. 
In eastern Australia the move 
ments of a traveler are made known bj 
^;olumns of smoke, and so was tho dis- 
covery of a whale in Portland buy.

To re- 
move these offensive compounds the oil 
is first treated with about five per cent, 
of strong oil of vitriol. This combines 
with the bad-smelling oils, forming a 
black, tarry residue that falls to the bot- 
tom of the tank as soon as the oil is 
brought to rest. After the acid compound 
is drawn off and the oil washed with 
water it is again washed with a strong 
solution of caustic soda, vrhich removes 
the excess of sulphuric acid, and then 
there is still another -washing with water 
to remove any of the caustic soda that 
may remain ia the oil. The oil is aow 
nearly colorless, -with the peculiar bal- 
samic odor of kerosene aad the slightly 
opalescent color which is seen in this 
class of oils.

Unless a horse lies down regularly his 
rest cannot be complete, and his joints 
and sinews stiilen; and while it is true 
that some horses that sleep in a standing 
position continue to work for many years, 
it is equally true that they would continue 
to work for many yeai-s longer, and jier- 
fonn their work ]nucli better, 
if thej 
rested naturally. 
Young horses from s 
country stable may refuse to lie dowp 
when put into a stable in town, and thi 
habit may become confirmed unless in- 
ducements are offered. 
Horses can bt 
taught to lie down, (ind they can also be 
taught to be as neat and cleanly in 
theii 
habits as an individual. 
' It is a very rare thing for horses afifficted 
with a disease that superinduces fever to 
lie down ; they will stand up until nature 
becomes completely exhausted and theii 
limbs refusò to sustain them. 
Tney have 
an instinct which teaches them that ii 
they lie down it may be difficult for them 
to get upon their feet again.

TJie petroleum that is the product of 
the TwiouS oil district« of this country is 
an oily liquid that jissumes every shade 
from jet black to a nearly colorless fluid. 
Its odor is peculiar, disagreeable, persist- 
ent. 
As it comes from the wells it is 
generally, however, of a dark green hue 
by reflected liglit, and often irridescent. 


In this condition, however, it is useless 
for commercial purposes, and has to be 
subjected to the processes of refining. In 
ordinary processes the distillate!, divided 
into three general portions. The first con- 
sists of the lightest and most volatile oils, 
which arc colorless, some of them being 
as volatile as ether. These oils are known 
under tho general name of naphtha, but, 
like the crude petroleum, 
this crude 
naphtha may be also distilled and divided 
into gasoline, and diflfcrent grades of 
naphtha which arc used in gas machines, 
for mixing paints and other similar pur- 
poses, and sometimes also for buraing in 
street lamps and stoves. The middle por- 
tion of the distillate is the crude illumi- 
nating oil or kerosene. 
As it runs from 
the still it has an exceedingly offensive 
odor, due to decompositions of certain 
portions of the petroleum at the high 
temperature reached in the still. 
To re- 
move these offensive compounds the oil 
is first treated with about five per cent, 
of strong oil of vitriol. 
This combines 
with the bad-smelling oils, forming a 
black, tarry residue that falls to the bot- 
tom of the tank as soon as the oil is 
brought to rest. After the acid compound 
is drawn off and the oil washed with 
water it is again washed with a strong 
solution of caustic soda, which removes 
the excess of sulphuric acid, and then 
there is still another washing with water 
to remove any of the caustic soda that 
may remain in the oil. 
The oil is now 
nearly colorless, with the peculiar 
bal- 
samic odor of kerosene and the slightly 
opalescent color which is seen in this 
class of oils. 


But while these are the general pro- 
ducts of petroleum there are countless 
others that have been evolved by closer 
chemical treatment. 
A few of 
these 
alone can bo mentioned. 
One of the by- 
products of the 
volatile 
portions of 
petroleum is rhigolene. 
This, like ether, 
has been employed successfully in sur- 
gery for producing local anesthesia by 
the actual freeing of the part operated 
on by the knife. 
It is chiefly employed 
in the opening of small abscesses and the 
extirpation of tumors. 
It has also been 
employed in the artificial production of 
ice, in place of ether or ammonia, in the 
freezing machines. 


Another product is benzine, which, 
when deodorized, is employed for de- 
tergent purposes, for the extraction of 
grease from all kinds of fabrics and for 
other uses when the disagreeable odor of 
crude benzine is not objectionable. 


Some slight allusion has already been 
made to the employment of petroleum in 
the treatment of certain diseases of men 
and other animals, yet notwithstanding 
the fact that the records of such use date 
from the earliest times, it is only in the 
last few years that it has obtained an es- 
tablished place in the pharmacopoeia of 
any country. It has long enjoj'cd a repu- 
tation as an outward remedy in a variety 
of cutaneous diseases, and tho men em- 
ployed about the oil wells, both of this 
»nd foreign countries, resort to it as a 
sovereign cure for rheumatism, sprains 
and bruises. 
It is an ingredient in a 
number of patent nostrums, which have 
sustained a long and successful run, and 
if there beany virtue in such '^specifics" 
as '4-larlem oil," ''Turlington's balsam," 
»»British oil," etc., it is due to their 
3hief remedial constituent—petroleum. 


The popular chewing gum is composed 
largely of the petroleum wax called par- 
afilne, and is destitute of deleterious ef- 
fects. 


Tlie crude oil is powerfully destructive 
of insect life, and in the region of the 
wells and in many other parts of 
the 
country, is largely used to protect men 
and animals from the attacks of mostjui- 
toes^and as a protection from the poisonous 
gad-fly. 
Incorporated with soap it is a 
most effectual remedy for mange, or scab 
on dogs and sheep. It has also been suc- 
cessfully employed for ridding plants of 
parasites. 
Moths in garments and car- 
pets are completely removed by a bath in 
aaphtha. 


Perhaps no more important 
contri- 
bution has been made to our phar- 
Qiacopoeia for a number of years than the 
dense product known variously as vase- 
line, 
cosmoline, 
petroline, etc. 
Tiie 
manufacturers of theae materials claim 
protection for their products under the 
patent laws, but they are nothing more 
aor less than amorphous parafiine with a 
low melting point. 
In tlie preparation 
:>i ointments, cerates, etc., vaseline is in 
oiany respects very far superior to the 
animal or vegetable fats hitherto em- 
ployed. 
Having no chemical affinity or 
iction on any of the medical ingredients 
used, ointments compounded with vase- 
line as a base remain unchanged for years. 
Jold cream and citrine ointment are both 
if them now made from vaseline, and a 
•^French" culiiiary secret may be divulged 
Dy stating that this common product of 
petroleum has "iound a useful place as a 
substitute for olive oil in frying meats 
ind oysters. 
Being absolutely free from 
;aste or smell, and quite harmless, it is 
,aid to bo superior to any of tho fats 
jitherto employed for such purposes. 
^The next mojjt importaut gowlribution 


to pharmacy by petroleum is tho employ 
ment of benzine in extracting from plant 
and vegetable snbst-ances, such as seeds 
etc., the essential and 6xed oils, ani 
many 
of tho active principles. 
It i 
claimed that the essential oils so pro 
pared have a fijivor superior to those pro 
pared by ordinary distillation.

Tidings From Pitcairu Ishand. 


Tlic clipper ship L. Schepp, which has 
arrived at Philadelphia from San Fran- 
cisco, brought tidings of the inhabitant? 
of that most interesting .of all the South 
Pacific 
island 
settlements, 
Piteairu 
Island. 
Captain Gates, the commandei 
of tho Schepp, says that ho was much 
surprised to find on coming on deck one 
morning a boat-load of stalwart men ap- 
proaching his vessel. An island was seen 
a short distance off the starboard bow, 
and on the boat getting within hailing 
distance, an aged and decrepit man iu 
the bow shouted: ««I am Thursday Oc- 
tober Christian, Governor 
of Pitciurn 
Island. Christian said tliat the population 
of Pitcairn consisted of 115 men, women 
and children. 
Captain Gates ordered 
the yards aback, and in a few minutej 
eighteen men were on the ship's deck, all 
of whom bore evidence of English an- 
cestry, He stated that ho was the grand- 
son of one of the mutineers, M'ho, in 
1789, set adrift tho officers of the Eng. 
lish armed transport ship Bounty. 
Sev- 
eral of the mutineers were afterward ar- 
.rested and sent to England for trial, 
The Governor added that the use of to 
bacco and liquors was entirely unknown 
iiino;ig the people of Pitcairn, and that 
the little colony were in need of dress 
goods, 
particularly for the women, as 
nearly all of the latter were dressed in 
men's clothes secured from passing ves 
sels. 
A su])p)y of clothing was given, 
and an abundunco of fniit and provibiona 
Wi-.s sent on board the ship in exchange.

A good rule is,

Sift two pounds of best flour on bread 
iray. 
Make a hollow place in tho centre 
ind drop in a piece of lard tho size of a 
tablespoon. 
Dissolve one yeast cake in a 
little warm water and put that in with 
¿he lard and one teaspoonful of salt and 
half a teacup of sugar. Then mix it with 
lukewarm water until it is thick and turn 
it out on your molding board and mold 
it till it shines and does not stick to the 
board. 
You cannot mold it too much. 
Then put it back on the tray. 
Cover it 
tvith a cloth not very heavy and put it in 
i warm place till morning. 
When it be- 
comes very light put it on tho board 
igain and mold it down till it is solid. 
Set it in a warm place, and as soon as it 
rises nicely mold it again and put it in 
buttered pans and bake 
immediately. 
This takes á little time, but you have 
good bread.

Lamb is now reasonable enough in 
price to be served twice a week. 
Small 
families will find it profitable to buy a leg 
and loin; the leg to be roasted and the 
loin cut up and served as chops, or the 
loin may be roasted and cutlets made of 
the leg. 
Lamb requires salt, pepper and 
the best of butter added before roasting. 
Tho butter may be rolled in little balls oi 
cakes, then dredged with 
fiour.
